And that as We 
Can ncver C11 © OVET the hope, in Good time to 
obtain the poſſelſionot that ohr, which God 
& Nature hath made Our due. {o We doe make 
ic Our daily ut to the Divine Providence,thart 
He will in compalſhon to Us and Our tubyects,

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Declaration, That no Crime whatſoever com- 
mitted againſt Us or Our Royall Father, before 
the Publication of this, ſhall everriſe in Judg-- 
ment, or be brought in queſtion againſt any 
of them, tothe leaſt endamagement of them, 
cither intheir Lives, Liberties, or Eſtates, or (a5 
tar forth as lies in Our power)1o muchas to the 
prejudice of their Repurariqns by any Reproach 
or term of diſtinction trom the reſt of Ourbeft 
Subjects : We deliring and ordeyning that 
henceforward all Notes of diſcord, ſeparation 
and difference of parties be. utterly aboliſhed 
among all Our Subjects, whom We Invite and 
Conjure to a pertect Union among themlelves 
under Our Protection, for the Reſettlement of 
Our juſt Rights and theirs in a Free Parlia- 
| ment, by which upon the word of a King, We 
will be advited. 

And becaulc the pathion and uncharitablneſs 
ot the times have produced ſeveral opinions in 
Religion, by which men are ingaged in Parties 
and Animotities againſt each other , which 
when they thall herceatter unite in a Freedome 
ot Converlation will be compoted or better un- 
deritood : We doe declare a liberty to tende!

And becaule in the Continued diſtractions 
of lo many years, and lo many and great Revo- 
lutions, many Grants and Purchales of | {tates 
have been made to, and by many: Offcers , 
Souldiers and aches who are now polleſſed 
ofthe lame, and who may be lyable to Actions 
ac Law upon ſeveral itles, Ve are likewile 
willing that all ſuch ences and all things

An turther tha 
this Court doe beg the favour ot the Lord Aordant to 
return with an Anſwer in writing to his Majeſty from 
this Courr, Ani allo that this Court doe intend very 
fpcedily to {end Members of their own to wait on his 
Ki. tief v.
